greatest horse racing spectacle 
bu t still shadow-box ing with the 
weather, the pick of the cou n­ 
try ’s three-y ear-olds today w ait­ 
ed the call to “boots and saddles” 
in the 62nd ru nning of the Ken­ 
tu cky Derby . 
At least 15 of the 19 ov er­ 
night entries, su rv iv ors of an or­ 
iginal field of 102, appeared cer­ 
tain to start, rain or shine. Post 
time for the race, ov er the tra ­ 
ditional mile and a q u arter rou te 
at Chu rchill Downs, was 4:40 
p. m. (CST). 
The race itself, drawing to this 
Dlu e grass capital the greatest 
throng since the post-war de­ 
pression, will hav e a gross v alu e 
of $50,150 with the winner re­ 
ceiv ing $39,7 25 net if all the ov ­ 
ernight entries accept the issu e. 
The field is one of the largest in 
recent y ears and is only three 
short of the record of 22 th at 
faced the barrier in 1928 when 
Reigh' Cou nt won. 
The 
pageantry 
su rrou nding 
the classic was the most brilliant 
since the boom day s of the last 
decade, some 60,000 fans, from 
ev ery walk of life, were ex pected 
to pack the rambling grandstand 
paralelling 
the 
q u arter-m ile 
stretch and wager close to $1,- 
500,000, the largest am ou nt in 
the last half-dozen y ears. 
Thou sands get only a fleeting 
glimpse of the horses, howev er, 
as they break from the barrier at 
the head of the stretch, swing 
past the grandstand fighting for 
a contending position and then 
take ou t ov er the remaining mile 
leading 
to 
riches and 
fame. 
Their knowledge of the race will 
come from the lou d speakers bu t 
they will share the thrills th at 
make the Derby more than a 
mere horse race.

Dr. Minnie L. Maffett of Dallas, 
Tex as, health chairm an of the 
National Federation of Bu siness 
and Professional Women’s clu bs, 
has called attention to the fact 
th at the National Health Inv ent­ 
ory which is being ihade all ov er 
the cou ntry by the United States 
Pu blic Health serv ice, has agreed 
to make a separate tabu lated 
stu dy of all women concerned 
in the stu dy , who are earning 
their own liv ing. 
“This tabu lation, as I u nder­ 
stand it,” Dr. Maffett said, “will 
be made at the general offices in 
Detroit and will be a composite 
stu dy of all data secu red from 
all points stu died throu ghou t the 
entire cou ntry . So far as I know, 
this will be the only stu dy made 
of any specific grou p.” 
Former Su rgeon General Hu gh 
S. Cu mming of the United States 
Pu blic Health Serv ice has ex ­ 
plained th at the fu nds for the 
su rv ey hav e been allotted by 
the Works Progress Adm inistra­ 
tion. It is believ ed to be the 
largest and most comprehensiv e 
su rv ey of its kind ev er u nder­ 
taken by any cou ntry . Sev en 
hu ndred and fifty thou sand fam - 
lies representing 3;000,000 Amer­ 
icans in 19 states are being in­ 
terv iewed 
by 
"white 
collar” 
workers. All the families are in 
selected areas. 
The su rv ey is ex pected to bring 
to light a v ast am ou nt of in­ 
formation nev er before obtained. 
The u ltim ate goal is to bring an 
increased power of knowledge to 
the state and local health de­ 
partm ents and to the medical 
profession. Especially is the data 
ex pected to add to the knowl­ 
edge abou t chronic diseases and 
phy sical im pairm ents resu lting 
from illness and accident. The 
Su rgeon General considers the 
stu dy one of the most effectiv e 
weapons against disease.
